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MS AMUDE ON BILL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24—The last act of legislation re- 


quired of Congress to provide for the return of the railroads to 
their owners was completed when the Senate late today, voting 
47 to 17, adopted the conference report on the Esch-Cummina 
bill. 


The bill having been previously approved by the House, now 


goes to the President for his signature. With March 1st fixed 
as the date for the return of the roads, the time allowed for the 
President to study the measure is extremely short. 


There was considerable speculation indulged in today by 


members of congress as to whether or not the President will 
sign it 
This 'speculation was increased by study of the two 


elements of opposition to the measure which were developed 
during the senate debate. The chief opposition comes from 
the forces of organized labor, who desire to have the govern- 
ment control extended for two years more in order that a thor- 
ough test,may be, made of the policy of public ownership. Ana 
from the jcepMSjentattves of southern states who fear that some 
of the sbtat Haes in'these states will fare badly under the high- 
ly organilfjl' transcontinental systems and under the 5U- per 
cent, guarantee. 


A number of the Democrats in the senate and house who 


opposed the measure are already planning to bring presure to 
bear upon the President to get him to veto the bill. 


The celerity with which Senator Cummins, chairman of the 


committee, prevailed upon the senate to act upon the conference 
report, caught the forces of organized labor napping. 
They had 


planned to bqld A aeries of group meetings to discuss the Presi- 
dent's proposal for wage increases and law out a plan of action 
to prevent the conference report on the" railroad measure from 
becoming a law. They were cosiderably surprised to learn that 
the senate, after only one day of debate, had passed the bill on 
to the President. 


The labor men are now greatly concerned as to whether 


they will be able to get their objections to the measure to the 
attention of the President before he shall have signed the bill. 


Senator Cummins called up the conference report imme- 


diately after the senate had listened to the reading of Washing-

He said the principle of the senate provision was "everlastingly 
right" and the time will come when railway employes will not 
seek to be protected through the medium of a strike clause.

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MS AMUDE ON BILL 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24—The last act of legislation re- 


quired of Congress to provide for the return of the railroads to 
their owners was completed when the Senate late today, voting 
47 to 17, adopted the conference report on the Esch-Cummina 
bill. 


The bill having been previously approved by the House, now 


goes to the President for his signature. With March 1st fixed 
as the date for the return of the roads, the time allowed for the 
President to study the measure is extremely short. 


There was considerable speculation indulged in today by 


members of congress as to whether or not the President will 
sign it 
This 'speculation was increased by study of the two 


elements of opposition to the measure which were developed 
during the senate debate. The chief opposition comes from 
the forces of organized labor, who desire to have the govern- 
ment control extended for two years more in order that a thor- 
ough test,may be, made of the policy of public ownership. Ana 
from the jcepMSjentattves of southern states who fear that some 
of the sbtat Haes in'these states will fare badly under the high- 
ly organilfjl' transcontinental systems and under the 5U- per 
cent, guarantee. 


A number of the Democrats in the senate and house who 


opposed the measure are already planning to bring presure to 
bear upon the President to get him to veto the bill. 


The celerity with which Senator Cummins, chairman of the 


committee, prevailed upon the senate to act upon the conference 
report, caught the forces of organized labor napping. 
They had 


planned to bqld A aeries of group meetings to discuss the Presi- 
dent's proposal for wage increases and law out a plan of action 
to prevent the conference report on the" railroad measure from 
becoming a law. They were cosiderably surprised to learn that 
the senate, after only one day of debate, had passed the bill on 
to the President. 


The labor men are now greatly concerned as to whether 


they will be able to get their objections to the measure to the 
attention of the President before he shall have signed the bill. 


Senator Cummins called up the conference report imme- 


diately after the senate had listened to the reading of Washing-
